Wc  will  not  repeal  here  the  remarks  acirib- 
uted  to  the  Federal  Minister  of  Agriculture. 
Mr.  Gardiner,  in  comment  upon  the  reported 
resignation  of  Major-Ck'ncrjl  G.  R.  Pearkes. 
V C..  D.S.O.,  M-C.  General  Pearkes  has  al- 
ready replied  and  with  dignity  to  about  as  ill- 
mannered  an  outburst  as  this  country  has  seen 
in  many  a day.  If  the  Government  of  Rt. 
lion  W,  L.  Mackenzie  King  have  left  it  to 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  ro  explain  what 
made  a fine  soldier  and  an  outstanding  Cana- 
dian relinquish  his  duties  at  the  crux  of  the 
war.  they  would  appear  to  have  made  only  a 
very  poor  choiccJ  Personalities  bounce  off 
national  heroes. 

It  IS  to  be  remarked,  however,  that  at  the 
moment  Mr  Gardiner  rushed  ta  with  Kis 
lurle  bit  there  had  been  no  confirmation  what- 
ever concerning  General  Pearkes'  future  plans. 
So  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  was  fencing 
With  a rumor  'I  he  intent  to  do  that  and  the 
language  used  will  probably  slick  to  Mr.  Gar- 
diner long  after  this  incident  is  forgotten. 
Veterans,  fighting  men  and  most  British  Co- 
lumbians will  rcveni  every  implication  of  Mr. 
^Gardiner’s  remarks,  if  they  were  reported  cor- 
rectly— and  if  they  were  not  he  should  say  so 
now-. 

Meanwhile,  the  public  has  yet  to  hear  from 
the  .Minister  of  National  Defence  why  an 
officer  of*the  prestige,  sincerity  and  valor  of 
Maior-Genrrat  Pearkes  wa<  loried  to  speak  as 
he  has  done.  That  explanation  is  due.  and  it 
IS  being  awaited.  W'hat.  beyond  farmyard 
politics,  has  Ottawa  to  say  on  this  matter  of 
a switch  in  the  Western  command’  The 
C.'anadian  f irst  Division  overseas,  for  instance, 
will  he  very  interested. 

Ilydro-KIrclric*  Progratnis 

I he  British  Columbia  scene  is  becoming 
slightly  conlusecf  in  regard  to  hydro-electric 
development  I here  are  first  the  operating 
lompanies.  with  announced  plans  for  their 
own  extension  as  private  enterprises.  There 
is  next  the  Provincial  Government,  until  re- 
cently talking  of  buying  out  the  British  Co- 
lumbia TIcctric  Railway  Company  with  the 
taxpayers'  monr>.  bur  now  veering  towards 
a SI 0.000  000  beginning  in  what  is  collo- 
quially called  ' (he  bush  " I here  are  last  sev- 
eral coast  cities  with  electrification  committers, 
which  would  seem  to  have  been  at  least  Gov- 
ernmenially  inspired.  In  short,  there  would 
appear  to  be  more  proposals  than  clarity  in 
the  picture 

Now  the  Government  have  come  forward 
with  a report  by  a Provincially  appointed 
rural  electrification  committer  I'hat  shows 
where  $10,000,000  could  be  spent  in  the  de- 
velopment of  hydfo-elecinc  and  coal-gener- 
ated electric  plants  m various  parts  of  the 
Province.  We  would  not  require  two  ye.irs 
in  svhich  to  bring  in  a report  showing  where 
ten  times  that  sum  could  be  spent:  the  ques-  j 
tion.  however  is  spent  by  whom*  I liefe  is  ^ 
nor  much  point  in  arguing  the  merits  of  any  i 
committee's  rejH'ri  until  the  ba»ic  issue  is  set-  | 
tied  as  between  private  endeavor  and  public 
c'wnrrship.  \\'e  submit  th.it  the  Government 
have  no  mandate  for  the  latier.  and  that  even 
a Bill  before  the  1 cgislaturr  will  be  almost 
meaningless  until  such  a mandate  exists.

Britain  has  brought  order  out  of 
chaos  .since  sbe  took  over  the  gov- 
rrmneni  ot  India.  Dr.  H.  SuUwell 
told  the  Women's  Union  of  First 
Baptist  Church  at  a meeting,  held 
Thursday.
